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ABSTRACTS 


NUTRITION AND DENTAL CARIES 


The author raises the question of the 
structural makeup of the tooth and its 
relationship to the inception of caries. 

Any cell system, organ or organism is 
most susceptible to attack or disturbance 
during the time of its fastest growth and 
development. Insufficient food is such a 
disturbance. Schroeder describes how 
vitamin deficiency at the earliest mo- 
ment of embryonic development leads to 
disturbances and malformation. 

The speed of development of indi- 
vidual teeth was plotted against their 
susceptibility to caries. The maturation 
time is the time between the formation 
of the tooth germ and the eruption of 
the tooth. This interval may be related 
to caries incidence. 

As applied to individual teeth, the 
curve shows that a short maturation 
time will result in a high incidence of 
caries and a long maturation time in a 
low incidence of caries. 

Detrimental influences are most effec- 
tive in organs of fast development. 

Insufficient food may be a detrimental 
influence and account for the difference 
in caries frequency of different teeth.—

THE PROBLEM OF DENTAL CARE 
FOR CHILDREN 


The lack of sufficient dental care for 
children is the outstanding weak link in 
the chain of health. This is due to three 
reasons: (1) economic; (2) fear and 
(3) lack of dental education. The first 
cannot be considered seriously in these 
times while the second and third overlap. 


Teeth are allowed to decay until a_ 


“gumboil” indicates extraction. It is to 
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be remembered that permanent teeth 
following abscessed deciduous teeth often 
exhibit hypoplastic enamel. 

It is suggested that we continue our 
attempts at education and the preven- 
tion of caries, but in the meantime one 
method of control is cavity preparation 
under a general anesthetic. 

This eliminates fear by the child 
and concern by the parent. Children can 
be safely anesthetized for the preparation 
of one quadrant of a mouth. The restor- 
ative work can be done at a later ap- 
pointment. There should be more facili- 
ties to train dentists in general anesthesia 
and more interest in this means of solving 
the increasing burdens of caries in chil- 
dren’s teeth—By W. B. Swartz, The 
Journ. of the Okla.

DENTAL ENGINEERING 


A system of clasp and partial denture 
design is described in this article titled 
“Dental Engineering.” Progress of partial 
denture design has evolved from reten- 
tion by pressure, one clasp against an- 
other with consequent loosening of the 
appliance or of teeth to a predetermined 
system of retention in which a surveyed 
case with regard to tooth form and posi- 
tion and stability, esthetics, and the mate- 
rial used are all considered. 

For this it was necessary to determine 
with a given material (1) the flexibility 
of clasps of varying dimensions; (2) how 
much undercut was necessary; (3) a 
method of measuring this and a system 
of applying it. 

From measurements of hundreds of 
cases, a chart was made showing dimen- 
sions of clasps necessary for tooth abut- 
ments of a given circumference and the 
amount of undercut used. 

A transparent rule was devised which

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EDITORIAL 


DENTAL POLITICS 


Any discussion on dental politics must of necessity begin with the organiza- 
tional setup of the various societies 4nd associations related to dentistry. Of 
prime importance in our case would therefore be the American Dental Associa- 
tion and the fact that it represents the combined thinking and achievements of 
most of the dentists in the United States. United in a venture such as this, we 
can accomplish far more than we could ever hope to do ourselves. Since dentistry 
is now big business, we must protect it as such and maintain business relations 
with other professions, occupations and the government. Naturally, although 
the A.D.A. supervises dentistry on the national level, the individual states 
vary so much that there is need for state dental societies. Although these societies 
work under the A.D.A., each has its own Constitution, Dental Practice Act 
and other related items to best administer to the needs of the dentists in each 
state. Breaking the categories down still further, local groups must have their 
own societies to carry out the rulings of the state and national societies, as well 
as to deal with local problems. Once again, because of the character of service 
to be rendered, they too must have their own Constitution and By-Laws. It is 
apparent, therefore, that the organizational setup of dentistry that we now have 
is important, in fact essential, if we are to survive as a profession. 

We in dentistry have been fortunate to have had good dental leaders— 
persons of sufficient foresight and integrity to establish us in our present position. 
Our future depends on the type of individuals that we pick to lead us in the fu- 
ture. We have enlisted the help of accountants, executive secretaries, public rela- 
tions experts and others to assist in the business management of our societies, but 
matters relating to dentistry have been and should definitely be kept in the 
hands of dentists. These individuals have all been grouped under the classifica- 
tion of dental politicians. Many persons object to this classification but the fact 
still remains that anyone engaged in the government of dental affairs must 
therefore be engaged in dental politics. 

What type of person enters dental politics? Usually men that have made a 
success of their own practice of dentistry and are looking for other fields to 
conquer. Because of enthusiasm for their profession and financial success, these 
individuals feel that they do not care to stagnate in their offices and would like 
to broaden their scope of interest. The prime motivating factor is usually the 
deep conviction that they are capable, in a small way, of contributing to the 
maintenance of the high professional standards of dentistry. This type of 
dentist usually willingly accepts any position given him, does a good job, and 
expects very little personal glory. He serves on committees, attends meetings, 
and after many years of service accepts high office if offered. He does not seek 
a high office but accepts it as a reward for his many years of service to the 
profession. On the other hand, there are persons who enter dental politics 
with strict personal acclaim as their motive and are out for all the glory they 
can get. They want their name known by everyone and usually do not care 
how they do it. They are dissenters and trouble makers, disrupting the honest 
efforts of others, and usually making fools of themselves. They want the best 
positions and the high offices without the preliminary training necessary. They 
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are the same as weeds in a wheat field or thorns on a rose bush. Usually being 
thick-skinned individuals, they are hard to insult, but constant reversals and 
reprimands will eventually soak into their distorted brains the fact that they are 
not wanted and are emphatically a discredit to dentistry. 

A word or two about dental political parties. Any one group consistently in 
control of an organization tends to weaken the structure and removes the com- 
petitive spirit of achievement. It is natural for one group to think that they can 
do a better job than the one in power, and if they can elect officers, then they 
can try to prove it. As long as it is impossible for any one party to remain in 
the driver’s seat for long, their actions on society matters must be beyond 
reproach. Since dentistry has a limited scope, its members should be friendly 
and cordial, regardless of their political affiliations. Remember, it is easy to 
make a political enemy. 

Dental politics is unique in many ways, regardless of whether it is on the 
national, state or local level. Without financial reward, thousands of dentists 
are engaged in society affairs, spending many hours as well as many of their 
own dollars to better the profession. We must be ever vigilant that our leaders 
be men of sterling character. The days ahead for dentistry look rough and if 
we are to continue the splendid progress made, we must have only the best of 
dental leaders. Encourage the younger members to take an active part in their 
society affairs. Try giving a little, not just taking. Remember always that den- 
tistry has been good to us—let us be good to dentistry.

is placed over a tooth to give its size 
group. From this, the chart gives the 
necessary length for a clasp, its taper 
and depth of undercut. 

This is used with an all-purpose sur- 
veyer which parallels undercuts and 
measures them on a %4 millimeter scale. 

From a series of guides on the rule, the 
clasp position can be located once the 
undercuts are fixed. 

This simplifies and standardizes a sys- 
tem of engineered design.—R. L. Baumel, 
Chicago.
